New state law limits 
amount of opioids 
doctors can prescribe

A new state law will limit greatly the 
amount of opioids that doctors are allowed to 
prescribe patients suffering from acute pain. 

Beginning July 1, doctors will be prohibited 
from prescribing more than a seven-day sup- 
ply of opioid medication for patients in acute 
pain — pain from broken bones, bad backs, 
short illnesses and most surgeries, pain that’s 
relatively short-term. 

Doctors will not be allowed to write refills 
for the medications until the seven-day peri- 
od has elapsed.
